readiness for actual service, at the shortest warning GS 

I submit to the consideration of Congress, moreover, the expediency of such a classi- 
fication ani organization of the militia as will best ensure prompt and successive bids 
from that souree, adequate to emergencies which may call for them. 

It willrest with them also to determine, how far further provision may be expedient 
for putting into actual service, if necessary, any part of the naval armament not now 
employed. 

At a period presenting features in the conduct of foreign Powerstowards the United 
States which impose -on them the necessity of precautionary measures involving ex- 
pense, it isa happy consideration that such is the solid state of the public credit, that 
veliance may be justly placed on any legal provision that may be made for resorting te 
it, in a convenient form, and to an adequate amount.

the several ports of the United States to receive from the owners of the ships or ves- 
sels and their cargoes, belonging to the citizens of the United States, such proof of the 
property. loaded as aforesaid ; and in case the said property loaded on board the said 
vessel shall be satisfactorily proven to the collector of the port from whence the vessel 
shall depart, to be of the growth, produce, and manufacture, of the United States, or 
‘Territories thereof, contraband of war excepted, belonging wholly to the citizens of the 
United States, the said collector shall deliver the proofs of the property so loaded on 
board of the respective vessels, with a certificate unier his hand and seal, that he is sa- 
tisfied with the proofs exhibited to him ; the whole of which he shall deliver to the 
commander of such ship or vessel as the President of the United States may designate

any armed vessel sailing under French colors, and may repel by force any assault or 
hostility which may be committed on the part of such French vessel pursuing such at- 
tempt, and may subdue and capture the same.

causing depositions to be taken, and in sending for and examining persons and papers, 
as the Supreme Court of the United States, in any case depending before it, can at 
this time exercise ; and when all the evidence deemed necessary by the said Commis- 
sioners, by the Attorncy General of the United States, or by any person or persons in- 
terested, for the investigation and decision of the said title, shall have been collected 
and procured, it shall then be the duty of the said Commissioners, or any two of them, 
to collate and arrange the same in the most intelligible form, which, together with their 
opinion thereon respecting the title aforesaid, they shall report to Congress at the next 
session thereof. 

“Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That each of the said Commissioners, previous 
to entering on the duties required by this act, shall take the following oath or afirma. 
tion, before some one of the Judges of the United States, viz : 1, A B, do solemnly 
swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully and impartially, to the best of my knowledge, 
execute and perform the duties required of me asa Commissioner under the act, entitled 
€ An act to examine into the title of the batture in front of the suburb St. Mary.’ 

“Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the President of the United States be, 
and he is hereby, authorized to allow to each of the said Commissioners a compensa- 
tion not exceeding two thousand dollars, which, together with any other expenses that 
may be incurred under this act, shall be paid out of any money in the Treasury, not 
otherwise appropriated : Provided, That the expense attending the procurement of 
any testimony in behalf of any individual person or persons, shall be paid by, and may 
be collected from such person or persons in the same manner and at the same rates as 
im a suit in the Supreme Court of the United States.”

France, shall be entitled to protection by convoy. 

t“ And be it further enacted, That the President of the United States shall be, and he 
is hereby, authorized, on the application of a citizen or citizens of the United States, 
to employ the public armed vessels of the United States, in convoying and protecting 
merchant vessels of the United States, owned wholly by a cititizen or citizens thereof ; 
Jaden wholly with articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture of the United States, 
owned wholly by a citizen or citizens thereof ; navigated wholly by citizens of the 
United States; not having on board implements of war, and bound to any port or place 
not actually invested, with which intercourse shall be prohibited by the decrees or or- 
ders of the Governments of Great Britain or France. 

“And the President of the United States is hereby authorized to instruct the Com- 
manders of the public armed vessels of the United States to oppose and defend against 
any search, restraint, or seizure, which shall be attempted upon vessels sailing under 
convoy, by the commander or crew of any armed vessel, and to repel by force any as- 
sault or hostility which may be committed by such armed vessel pursuing such attempt, 
and to subdue and capture the same. 

“And be it further enacted, That any armed vessel, which shall be captured in conse- 
quence of search, restraint, or seizure, which shall be attempted upon vessels under 
convoy, shall be considered lawful prize, and may be condemned in any Court of the 
United States, having competent jurisdiction; and the proceeds arising from the sale 
of such prize, shall be distributed in conformity to the provisions of the act for the bet- 
ter government ofthe navy of the United States. 

‘And be it further enacted, That, after notice of this act at the several Custom Houses, 
it shall be the duty of the Collectors, and they are hereby required to refuse a clear- 
ance to any merchant vessel bound under convoy to any port or place with which inter- 
course shall be prohibited by the decrees or orders of the Governments of Great Bri- 
tain or France, unléss satisfactory proof shall be exhibited that the cargo of such ves- 
sel consists wholly of articles of the growth, produce, or manufacture, of the United 
States ; that the vessel and cargo are owned wholly by a citizen or citizens thereof ; 
that the vessel is navigated wholly by citizens of the United States; and'that no part of 
the cargo consists of implements of war. And iti shall be the duty of the Collector to 
annex to the clearance granted, a certificate stating that the vessel and cargo are own- 
ed wholly by a citizen or citizens of the United States ; that the vessel is navigated 
wholly by citizens of the United States; that the cargo consists wholly of articles of the 
growth, produce, or manufacture, of the United States ; and that implements of war 
constitute no part of the cargo. 

“And be it further enacted, For the better regulation of the conduct of the Collectors 
at the several ports, that the terms ‘implements of war,’ used in this act, shall be con- 
sidered as including the following articles, and no other, viz: saltpetre, sulphur, pikes, 
swords, sword belts, knapsacks, saddles, and bridles, cannons, mortars, fire arms, 
bombs, grenades, bullets, fire locks, flints, matches, and gunpowder. 

“And be it further enacted, That the President of the United States shall be, and 
he is hereby, authorized to establish suitable instructions in conformity with the provi- 
sions of this act, for the regulation of the conduct of the Collectors and Naval Officers _ 
at the several ports, and of the Officers of the Navy employed in convoying merchant 
vessels bound to ports or places with which intercourse shall be prohibited by the de- 
crees or orders of the Governments of Great Britain or France. 
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“ And be it further enacted, That, whenever the decrees and orders of the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain and France, violating the lawful commerce and neutral rights of- 
the United States, shall be withdrawn, or so modified as that they shall cease to violate the 
neutral commerce of the United States, the powers vested in the President of the 
United States by this act, shall cease and determine. And, in the event of a withdrawal 
of the decrees and orders of only one of the belligerents, the President of the United ; 
States shall continue to employ the public armed vessels in protecting by convoy (in 
conformity to the provisions of this act) the lawful commerce of the United States : 
against the Power continuing in force its decrees or orders.” When, 

Mr. Speaker determined that the said proposed amendment was not in order.
